Now what about Syd- 
ney City’s future? We 
will have to wait and 
see. 
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IT WOULD be quite easy to demonstrate that 
the glory of the World Cup is one thing and the 
Olympic Airways National Soccer League of 
Australia is another. 

Whilst admitting that the NSL is hardly 
world class, there are a few pertinent points 
that spring to mind. 

For a start it should be recognised that the 
NSL, supported by the State Leagues and 
regional competitions, are the very bread and 
butter of Soccer — and at times they provide 
some tasty jam as well. 

Claims that there are some quality perfor- 
mers in the NSL can be demonstrated by 
Australia’s reasonable success rate in World 
Cup preliminaries. 

In addition there have been some memor- 
able performances against national and club 
teams of note. 

A further yardstick is the manner in which 
the likes of Craig Johnston, Tony Dorrigo, 
David Mitchell, Jim Patikas, Eddie Krncevic 
and Oscar Crino have succeeded in what are 
in the main prestigious overseas competi- 
tions. 

The Australian players are with top clubs in 
England, West Germany, Greece and Belgium, 
with the multi-talented Crino in the lesser 
league in Cyprus. 

Back in other days the world football 
centres were light years away from Australia. 

Only the odd exceptions such as “Josa” 
Marston, Ken Grieves and Cliff Almond made 
the grade when they moved from Leichhardt- 
Annandale in the first two cases and Cess- 


- nock in the second, to Britain. 


Regarding out present ‘exported’ players, 
we could certainly do with them here, but 
most if not all will bring back extra skills when 
they return. 

Meanwhile the NSL — and especially the 
better teams — does present a deal better 
standard than it rates in the Australian media 
and often the public mind. 

Sydney Olympic, Sydney Croatia, Marconi, 
Footscray, Brunswick, South Melbourne, Ade- 
laide City etc offer a plenty to enthuse the 
‘fans, especially when they are playing in tune. 

In many cases the State Leagues are 
proving some great entertainment, as witness 
the compact NSW State League, and are well 
worthy of support. 


Soon we will be seeing the Socceroos 
playing against the elegant and football-wise 
Czechs. Full internationals will be played in 
Melbourne (Sunday August 3), Adelaide 
(Wednesday August 6), and Sydney (Sunday 
August 10). 


But as important as World Cup and the 
Olympic Games are, football is all but 
meaningless unless there are powerful 
domestic competitions and crowd support. 


Heaven knows, there are many continuing 
problems that are not addressed that continue 
to hold the sport back. 


But for a start it is time to get behind your 


national group or district club - Soccer can 
only be built up if all who are keen on the 
game will put in a concerted effort.

So too were Nestor 
Clausen and Daniel 
Tapia both of whom 
played for Argentina in 
the Mexican World Cup 
finals. 

Five years later Bur- 
ruchaga, Clausen and 
Tapia were helping their 
country win the World 
Cup while our boys, the 
ones who beat these 
same players, were all 
over the place. 

And really all this 
summarises Australian 
Soccer’s problem. At 
youth (under 16 and 
under 19) Australia has 
proven it can match the 
best in the world. 

Briam Emery tells me 
Australia is rated 12th in 
world standings at youth 
level. 

Thé problem of 
course is that while we 
can match, if not beat, 
the world at youth level 
it all falls apart at senior 
level.

The reason is simple. 

While Burruchaga 
and company return 
home to become full 
time professionals with 
top clubs and play in the 
best leagues available 
our players return to 
part time set ups, a re- 
latively poorer league, 
less international com- 
petition and also have to 


work at a career of some 
kind. 

Many of our past 
youth team stars opt for 
a career at the expense 
of football. 

For example former 
young Socceroo Danny 
Moulis is now one of the 
bright young attorneys 
around Canberra and 
Ian Rowden already 
holds down a senior ex- 
ecutive positon with 
Coca Cola Bottlers. 

Others like Patikas, 
Crino, Mitchell, Bernal 
and Krncevic play pro- 
fessionally in Europe, 
the remainder like Peter 
Raskopoulos, Robbie 
Wheatley, Paul Kay, 
Grant Lee, Mark Kous- 
sas, Steve Blair, Peter 
Treddinnick and com- 
pany hold down day job 
and play part time. 

For Australia to con- 
vert this unquestioned 
talent at youth level into 
our senior Socceroos is 
Australian Soccer’s 
problem. 


In a chat with AIS 
sport Soccer boss Jimmy 
Shoulder, he touched on 
the possibility of Austra- 
lia becoming, like Den- 
mark, an exporter of 
Soccer players. 


Our leading players 
would play overseas, 
provided they were all 
released for national 
team duty. 


Under this system the 
Crinos, Krncevics, 
Mitchells, Patikas, Ber-

nals, Dorigos and John- 
stons (boo if you like) 
would bring their first 


class club experience 
back to the national 
team. 


Alternatively Austra- 
lia has to provide a high- 
er class of domestic 
competition. 

Which, as all involved 
with our current natio- 
nal Soccer league know, 
is easier said than done. 

The one way I could 
see it happening is a 
complete re-organisa- 
tion of our domestic set 
up. 
We need a World 
Series Cricket set up for 
our national team. The 
players play for their 
clubs (along Sheffield 
Shield lines) however the 
top players play an in- 
tensive domestic season 
of international matches 
against world class 
opponents. 

In the close season the 
Socceroos play over- 
seas. 

Only by providing 
more international com- 
petition, more money 
for the better players 
and the opportunity to 
train and play on a full 
time basis can Austra- 
lian realise its true 
potential at internatio- 
nal level. 


Unless we can provide 
that, we are going to 
watch more Burrucha- 
gas, or players we can 
beat at youth level, go 
on and win World Cups 
for their countries.

Barcelona from 
Spain, West Germany’s 
Eintracht Frankfurt and 
England’s Liverpool 
show huge profits. 


Barcelona has 115,000 
members, each of whom 
pays $45 a year and 
about 80% pay another 
$45-165 for a guaranteed 
seat for the full season. 

The club’s expenses 
are more than covered 
before the season kicks 
off, and according to 
The Economist Barcelo- 
na now has reserves of 
$21 million. 


Eintracht managed to 
reduce a $3 million debt 
to $700,000 with shrewd 
management which in- 
cluded retaining only 19 
full-time professionals 
and holding the players’ 
wages bill down to $1 
million a year. 


The club has also re- 
lied on its own youth 
program, and when 
buying from overseas it 
goes for players with 
potential rather than 
ready-made stars. 


Socceroo David 
Mitchell, whom they got 
at a bargain price, is a 
perfect example of the 
policy. 


Liverpool is heralded 
for its stability over the 
last 20 years as a limited 
company which has only’ 
once failed to make a 
profit. 


Most of the directors 
have been with the club 
over that period. 


And, Australian clubs 
please note, the team 
has had only four 


coaches, or managers as g 
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the grounds to act as a 
deterent to these ‘peo- 
ple’ who show no re- 
spect for the rights of 
others. 

What a shame that,

PETER FALCONER 


WILL Sydney City’s Peter Falconer have the same rise to fame as 
Tony Pezzano now he has gone on loan to Brisbane City? 
Falconer made the switch North last week, beating the transfer 
deadline by only hours. The 27-year-old former Manly player is 
expected to play a key role in the Brisbane City midfield as the 
club attempts to climb away from the foot of the table and 
challenge for NSL retention. 


And no doubt Falcon- 
er would be pleased to 
follow the same road as 
Pezzano. The Flam- 
bouyant keeper had a 
loan stint at Spencer 
Park in 1982 after he 
was constantly kept out 
of the Slickers’ first team 
by Todd Clarke. 

Pezzano had an in- 
different season with 
City, but benefitted 
greatly from the first 
team experience and re- 
turned to Sydney City 
the following year. He 
cemented his place in 
the Slickers NSE team 
and went on to force his 
way into the Socceroos 
squad. 

“Naturally I would 
love to do the same but 
it is a little foolish think- 


ing that far ahead. My 


main aim at the moment 
is to do a job for Bris- 
bane City,’’ Falconer 
said. 

Sydney City in fact 
offered Brisbane City 
two players on the eve 
of the transfer deadline, 
with the other being for- 
mer Socceroo John Spa- 
nos. City had little time 
to consider and opted 
for the younger Falcon- 
er, who they had seen 
play only a month ear- 
lier in a Nanda Cup 
quarter-final. 

Falconer was one of 
Sydney City’s scorers in 
their 3-1 win at Spencer 
Park. 

The haste with which 
the last minute transfer 
was arranged has meant 
Falconer cannot im- 
mediately move North, 
but will be flown to 
Brisbane on Friday 
afternoons for the next 
few weeks. 

He will train with 
Brisbane City that night 
in preparation for the 
weekend’s match. 

Brisbane City were 
desperate to strengthen 
their ranks as the trans- 
fer deadline 
approached. With the 
club’s three visa places 
filled it was forced to 


look locally and Falcon- 
er loomed as an ideal 
player for the team. 

Coach Billy Wilkin- 
son is hoping to blend 
the Sydneysider into his 
team as quickly as 
possible. 

He also is hoping to 
add to the team’s depth 
by solving differences 
with three players who 
are currently in dispute 
with the club. 

Experienced midfiel- 
der Bobby Hamilton 
asked to be placed on 
the transfer list while 
former Newcastle pair 
Dean Milosevic and 
Bobby Cox have not 
been training. 

With the transfer 
deadline passing, all 
three now must play 
with Brisbane City or 
not at all until next sea- 
son. Wilkinson sees it as 
only logical to solve any 
problems and get them 
back rather than having 


talents wasted on the 
sidelines. 

Wilkinson, a 
campaigner for 
the early days 
NSL, has made a quiet 
but successful start to 
NSL coaching since he 
took over from Jim Her- 
miston nearly two 
months ago.

ON HIS GAME 


BRISBANE Lions striker and Socceroo 
hopeful Danny Wright has secretly beaten 
a worrying knee injury in his bid to main- 
tain his quest for green and gold. 


The former young 
Socceroo has revealed 
he popped a cartilage in 
his right knee during the 
first day of the June 
Melbourne Socceroo 
training camp. Fearing 
the injury could go 
against his chances of 
keeping his spot in the 
training squad, Wright 
played down the injury. 

Despite the pain he 
managed to complete 
the second day of the 
training camp. 

The injury also was 
kept largely a secret on 
his return to Brisbane as 
Wright feared his club 
could be angered if one 
of its players returned 
from a training camp 
injured. 

Wright sought treat- 
ment regularly and man- 
aged not to miss a game 
for the following two 
weeks until his knee in- 
jury settled. 

During that time his 


shooting ability was re- 
duced and many were 
critical of the star strik- 
er. But his determined 
attitude in playing down 
the injury makes folly of 
criticism that Wright is 
injury prone. 

A brilliant ball player 
gifted with fine close 
skills, Wright has had an 
unlucky two years with 
injuries.
